Fire Destroys 
Gas Station In 
Ferriday, La. 


The Negro-owned Concordia 
Esso Station on US highway 84 
in Ferriday, La., was burned to 
the ground late Saturday, De- 
cember 18. At 
CORE volunteer David Whatley 
heard a loud report which he 
thought might have been a fire- 
He learned shortly af- 
terwards, however, that Anthony 
McCraney’s gas station was on 
fire. The entire station was de- 
the fuel 
pumps, indicating that the fire 
was deliberately set. The burn- 
ing is the sixth act of violence 
in Ferriday in less than two 
months. 

About nine weeks ago Mc- 
insurance was 
celled and he had been unable 
to get other insurance up to 
the time of Saturday’s fire. The 
loss is estimated at 06,000. Mr. 
McCraney has not had previous 
trouble of this kind but he re- 
cently joined the Deacons. for 
Defense and Justice in Ferriday, 
an armed Negro defense organi- 
zation. Two Negro churches in 
Ferriday have also recently had 
their insurance cancelled. 

Local police and the FBI were 
notified of the burning. Ferri- 
day police found a gasoline can 
in the ruins, one which Mr. Mc- 
Craney could not identify, fur- 
ther indicating arson. 

The gas station burning is the 
latest in a series of acts of racial 
violence in Ferriday. Earlier in 
December night riders shot at 
four Negro buildings, including 
the home of Robert Lewis, pre- 
sident of the Ferriday Freedom 
Movement. In November Lewis’ 
home was firebombed but not 
destroyed. Also in November, a 
dozen members of the Freedom 
Movement picketing the Arcade 
movie theater were attacked and 
beaten by white onlookers. 
Recently attorneys with the 
CORE Scholarship, 
and Defense Fund filed suit in 
federal court to desegregate Con- 
cordia Parish schools, including 
Ferriday’s, in 
officials believe the acts of vio- 
lence and intimidation in Fer- 
riday, which is 63 percent Negro, 
are part of a KKK-type cam- 
paign.

© Negroes On Complancency 


ATLANTA _ — Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., impassionately 
scolded, Atlanta Negroes here 
last week becoming complacent 
over a few strides made in racial 
progress, 

The SCLC president declared 
that “Atlanta is not yet an oasis 


‘of freedom and human dignity,” 


and added that in Atlanta Ne- 
groes constitute about 42- per 
cent of the population, but are 
still segregated on about 20 per 
cent of the inhabitable land. 

Dr. King’s admonition . was 
made in a speech to thé Hungry 
Club which is the weekly pub- 
lic affairs forum luncheon of the 
Butler ‘Street Youth Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. 

In his address, -intitled “A 
Great Challenge Derived from 
a Serious -Dilemma,” Dr. King 
warned against the “myth of ex-

Office 
Department. adds some 30,000 
employees and makes thousands 
of promotions. The new em- 
ployees are needed to cut @own 
on overtime and to replace em- 
ployees. retiring at the end of 
the year. 

One of Mr. Dixon’s first visits 
was to one of the largest Post 
Offices in the country, where 
Mr. Dixon met for an hour and 
a half with the Postmaster. The 
meeting provided a chance for 
the two of them to have a frank 
discussion on minority employ- 
ment and promotions. 

In talking to the postmaster, 
Mr. Dixon followed a list of 
more than two dozen questions 
that are being asked each of the 
postmasters. 

He learned that nearly 60 per 
cent of the employees in the 
office are Negro, but Negroes 
hold only 10 percent of the upper 
level supervisory positions, pay- 
ing $6,886 to $21,450 a year. 

The Postmaster estimated that 
some 100 supervisory vacancies 
would occur in the office. He 
said that these 100 vacancies 
would set off a chain reaction 
that would result in 500 promo- 
tions early in 196.

BIRMINGHAM, ALA. — An 
intensive NAACP poll tax cam- 
paign during December and Jan- 
uary in Texas seeks to qualify 
600,000 Negro voters, according 
to W. C. Patton, NAACP field 
director for voter registration.
